SCENES IN JAMAICA. 
The malady from whose fangs I had just escaped, was 
at this time making fearful ravages amongst the troops 
and white inhabitants of Jamaica generally ; nor was 
the squadron exempted from the afllicting visitation, 
although it suffered in a smaller degree.

The barracks were built on what appeared to me a 
very dry situation, (although I have since heard it al- 
leged that there was a swamp to windward of it, over 
which the sea-breeze blew, but thie I did not see,) con- 
siderably elevated above the hut sandy plain on which 
Kingston stands, and sloping gently tewards the sea. 
They were splendid, large, airy, two story buildings, 
well raised off the ground on brick pillars, so that 
there was a perfectly free ventillation of air between 
the surface of the earth aud the floor of the first story, 
as well as through the whole of the upper rooms. A 
large balcony, or piazza, ran along the whole of south 
front, above and below, which shaded the brick shell 
of the house from the sun, and afforded @ cool and con- 
venient lounge for the men. The outhouses of al! 
kinds were well thrown back into the rear, so that in 
front ther® was nothing to intercept the sea-breeze. 
‘The officers’ quarters stood in advance of the men’s 
barracks, and were, as might be expected, still more 
comfortable ; and in front of ali were the field-officers’ 
houses, all of substantial brick and mortar.

But these tell 
always a definite tale. It is either the lord or the 
tenant of some of the neighboring fields, or a trading 
burgher, or perhaps a clergyman ; and there is en end 
of it. These men performed their parts on earth, like 
the generality of their fellows, and, after figuring for 
a space on the limited arena of the parish or the dis- 
trict, were here gathered to their fathera, But the 
graves of the strangers! what tales are told by every 
undistinguished heap—what eloquence in this ulter 
absence of epitaphe ! 

There can be no doubt that the individuals who rest 
in this nook belonged, with hardly the possibility of an 
exception, to the humbler order of the conununity. 
But who will say that the final sufferings and death 
of any individual whatsoever are without pathos! To 
me, who have never been able to despise any fellow 
ereature upon general considerations, the silent ex- 
pressive stories related by these little heaps f 
an interest above all real eloquence. Here, we may 
suppose, rests the weary old’man, to whom, after many 
bitter shifts, all bitterly disappointed, wandering and 
mendicapcy had become a last trade, His snow-white 
head, which had suffered the inclemency of many win- 
ters, was here at last laid low for ever. Here also the 
homeless youth, who had trusted himself to the wide 
world in search of fortune, was arrested in his wan- 
derings; and, whether bis heart was as light and 
buoyant as his purse, or weighed down with many pri- 
vations and disappointments, the end was the same— 
oaly in the one case a blight, in the other a bliss. 
The prodigal, who had wandered far, and fared still 
worse and worse, at length returning, was here cut 
short in his better purpose, far from those friends to 
whom he looked forward asa consolation for all his 
wretchedness. Perhaps, when stretched im mortal

AN OCCURRENCE AT SRA. 

Iu June, 1824, L embarked at Liverpool on board the 
Vibelia transport with the head quarters of my regi- 
ment, which was proceediag to Halifax, N.S Our 
passage across the Atlantic was smooth, h long 
and tedious. After passing over the great bank of 
Newfoundland, catching large quantities ef codfish and 
halibut, and encountering the usual fogs, we Were one 
morning about the end of July, eo becalmed. 
All who have performed a voyage know the feeling» 
of listlessness to which a la n abandons himee!f 
during a calm The morning was slowly passed in 
Jooking around for appearances of a breeze—whist! 
for a wind, and the other idle pursuits usual on 
occasions. Towards noon, a sailor from aloft pointed
